Of the 69 cardinals in 1935, ® 
were Italian German, four 
American, six French, three Span- 
ish, two Polish, two Cezch, and Bel- 
gium, Hungary, Portugal, Ireland, 
Brazil, Canede, Austria, the Middle 
East, Argentina and Great Britain 
each had one. 

Of the 2 that have died since 
1935, 14 were Italian and 14 non- 
Italian, including three American 
two French, two Spanish, one Port- 
uguese, one Brazilian and one Bri- 
tish. This leaves Portugal. Brazil 
and Britain without a cardinal 
while the United States has lost

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Monday’s Conference 


On Monday the long-awaited confer- 
ence between federal and provincial auth- 
orities will open with all the provincial 
premiers in attendance. It will be a mo- 
mentous meeting because it will attempt to 
lay the groundwork for a readjustment of 
interprovincial and federal-provincial re- 
lationships, in short, to lay the foundation 
for the modernization of the Canadian 
constitution. 

The Canadian constitution was drawn 
up in 1867 and was based on the circum- 
stances and needs of 1867. Only four of 
the nine provinces were in the Confedera- 
tion when the constitution was signed, 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. The other five joined later, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan as late as 1905. 

It is obvious, then, that the constitu- 
tion is outmoded. The present conference 
is to decide what is to be done about it. 

There have been two main attempts to 
adjust our constitution in the past 12 
years, Prime Minister Bennett had parlia- 
ment pass eight bills dealing with consti- 
tutional matters. Five of these were 
thrown out by the privy council. 

The second effort was made by Prime 
Minister King in 1937 when he appointed a 
reyal commission, headed first by the Hon. 
N. W. Rowell and later by Joseph Sirois, 
to investigate federal-provincial relations. 
This commission spent three years on the 
job and travelled from coast to coast tak- 
ing evidence at every important point, 

In 1941, a federal-provincial conference 
met to discuss the Sirois report but dis- 
solved in disagreement almost before it got 
started. 

It is interesting and perhaps useful, 
however, to recall some of the recommend- 
ations of that report as providing an out- 
line of Canada's constitutional deficiencies. 

In addition to the main provisions of 
the Sirois plan, the report recommended 
some simpler means of amending the Brit- 
ish North America Act, the right of the 
provinces and federal government to dele- 

ate their powers to each other, a more 
ogical division of authority between the 
provinces and the Dominion on matters 
concerning agriculture, labor, transporta- 
tion, marketing and fisheries and regular 
federal-provincial conferences every year. 

Chief features of the plan were these: 

1, That the federal government should 
assume all provincia: debts. 

2. That the federal government should 
take over full responsibility for unempl 
ed employables and administer unemplo 
ment relief and unemployment insurance. 

3. That the provinces should relinquish 
their rights to federal subsidies and their 
rights to levy in xes, personal and 
corporate and succession duties. 

4. That beyond the foregoing every 
province should carry on its normal func- 
tions of government. If a province were 
unable to provide educational and social 
services equal to the average Canadian 
standard without unduly taxing its resi- 
dents, assistance should be granted by the 
Dominion. 

5. Provinces and municipalities should 
continue to borrow. 

6. A percentage of taxes taken from 
companies producing oil or minerals should 
be paid to the province containing those 
natural resources. 

7. No federal control of provincia] ex- 
penditures should be contemplated 

These were the chief points of the 
Sirois report in its broader aspects. It will 
furnish an agenda if not a guide for Mon- 


day's conference.

They Can’t Win 


More than one Edmonton war veteran, 
so many confess privately, have fallen into 
the hands of professional! gamblers and 
been fleeced of gratuities and savings. One 
Edmonton man, it is said, was “taken” 
for as much as $3,000. He had built up a 
nest egg over five years of war service 
and now finds himself without a cent and 
with a dependent wife. ° 

Everyone will sympathize with this 
young man’s predicament although they 
may not admire his good sense. But 
neither sympathy nor reproach will re- 
store his money nor prevent other service- 
men from getting into gambling games in 


which they have no solitary chance tc 
win, 

The mere fact that gambling is illegal 
does not begin to cope with the problem 
Police authorities can exercise the strict- 


est vigilance without preventing all the 
back room games. So long as there is big 
profit for the professional sharpers, they 
will find a way to evade the law and draw 
in the unwary serviceman 

There is one remedy, however, which 
is said to have been employed with good 
results among the United States forces 
That is education 

The Canadian Army and the Nationa! 
War Services Department have capable 
educational branches. In their mathe- 
matics courses, servicernen could be shown 
just what they are up against in cards, 
dice, tops and gther gambling devices. If 
the boys were made to realize the percent. 
age against them, it would be a strong de- 
terrent against the fictitious lure of quick 
and easy gains

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| Britain in the Pacific 


Official American spokesmen have al- 
ready offered full replies to those ill-dis- 
posed persons who have been circulatin 
the allegation throughout the Unite 
States that Britain is not bearing a full 
share of the war in the Pacific. 

Hard facts indicate how completely 
those rumors are unfounded. 

The British Pacific fleet, for instance, 
has been actively operating for months 
against the Japanese at Sakashima, Truk 
and Formosa. Now it has joined with Ad- 
miral Halsey’s third fleet in striking 
against the Japafese mainland. It includes 
three, 35,000-ton battleships, the King 
George V, the Howe and the Duke of 
York. This only leaves one battleship of 
this most modern class, the Anson, not 
yet mentioned in the Pacific theatre. 

Of the six large fast new aircraft 
carriers (excluding light fleet carriers and 
“baby flat tops’) in the Royal Navy, five 
are in the Pacific. In addition, there is a 
formidable force of cruisers and de- 
stroyers. 

So far as the Army is concerned, the 
worst defeat inflicted on the Japanese 
army on the continent of Asia was in 
Burma. The Allied combat forces engaged 
in this compaign were 85 percent British, 
13 percent Chinese and 2 percent Ameri- 
can. 

In Melanesia and Borneo, six Aus- 
tralian divisions are participating in opera- 
tions on an are of 3,000 miles, from 
Bougainville in the east to Borneo in the 
west. This represents the peak of Aus- 
tralian land operations since the outbreak 
of the war. . 

Of the considerable air forces in the 
China - Burma - India theatre, 60 percent 
are American and 40 percent R.A.F. and 


British Commonwealth while those in 
Burma are 100 percent R.A.F. and 
Commonwealth. 


Surely there is nothing here to indicate 
a feeBle or tardy or reluctant effort on the 
part of the Empire against Japan.

“No better proof could have been 
offered of the desire of the demo- 
cratic Poles, both inside and out- 
side Poland, to negotiate an honest 
compromise than the voluntary dis- 
closure of the Underground leader- 
ship, at a time when the Soviet 
government and its Lublin puppets 
were ruling Poland through terror 
and deporting patriots to Siberia 

“In inviting these sixteen Polish

But we do know that 
after being held incommunicado 
for two and a half months, these 
Polish envoys were tried in the 
same courtroom, before the same 
judge, and with the same legal pro- 
cedure which were used in the 
famous ‘purge’ trials. There was no 
jury and the defendants were not 
allowed to call witnesses. 

“Another motive behind this trial 
is evidenced by its timing to co- 
incide with a conference a few 
blocks away on ‘broadening the 
Lublin government’, as required by 
the Yalta agreement 

“Under these circumstances what 
confidence can we have that the 
«Yalta promise of ‘free, unfettered 
elections’ wiil be fulfilled? Anyone 
who criticizes Russia's demands is 
branded as a Fascist by the Soviet 
press. and would be disqualified as 
such in the forthcoming elections 

“If we fail to secure the rights of 
political prisoners, deportees and 
|soldiers of the Polish army to re- 
turn, if they wish, with joint guar- 
antees of personal safety, then this 
Polish ‘solution’ will have put a 
premium on murder and terror. It 
will be an election won not by bal- 
lots but by bullets, hostages and 
concentration camps... . 

“With full appreciation of your 
burdens, we feel obliged to state 
our profound conviction that a 
policy of one-sided appeasement of 
totalitarianism can lead only to 
frustration, disillusionment and 
grave peril to the American 
people.”

MORE PLENTIFUL 


Potatoes became more plentiful 
in Quebec following the early sum- 
mer shortage. Tomatoes remained 
in short supply in the Montreal 
region due to the late spring and 
long, rainy periods 

In Ontario 


the potato supply 
reached near normal after weeks 
of shortage. Most dealers had a 
reserve supply on hand as local 
crops were harvested. Dealers 
described the over-all meat situa- 
tion as normal during July, | 


As supplies of home-grown vege 
tebles reached the Manitoba 
market, meat and potatoes were | 
the only items in short supply. | 
Pork products dropped during July } 
and lamb was tight. A heavy de-/| 
mand for beef was still met ade- |

SHORTAGE EASED 
Potato shipments from British 
Columbia eased the shortage in| 
Saskatchewan where local harvests 
were scheduled to start in about | 
two weeks, Canned tomatoes were 
at a premium in the Regina area 

With the exception of a few 
seasonal shortages, the Alberta 
food picture was normal. Grass- 
fed beef appeared on the market 
and retailers received sufficient 
poultry stocks to meet the de- 
mand, Normal supplies of most 
fruits were reported, 

Lamb disappeared from butchers’ 


counters late in July as British 
Columbia's meat supply decreased, 
Although the fresh meat shortage! 


continued, stocks of smoked meats| 
were plentiful. Onions and carrots | 
were scarce but the potato shortage 
eased with local harvests. 


Limited quantities of canned 
grapefruit and apple juice arrived} 
on the Vancouver market. Maple} 
syrup, peanut butter, cheese crack- 
ers, honey and sweetened pudding 
powder appeared in good supply

OW that the frogs were fat, 
the Teenie Weenie men were 
busy getting in their supply of 
meat for the Winter. It takes a 
great many frog hams to last the 
Teenie Weenies through the 
Winter, for it is the only meat 
the litHe people eat. They usually 
pickle a few minnows and pre- 
serve some crawfish meat, but 
smoked frog ham is the regular 
Teenie Weenie meat dish. 

The hams are salted and then 
smoked in the Teenie Weenie 
smokehouse which the little folks 
made out of an old tomato can. 
Some shoulder hams are smoked 
and some of them are made into 
frog sausage. It takes about 40 
hams to supply the Teenie Wee- 
nies with meat and that means 
the little men must capture 10 
frogs.

The best frogs are found in a 
litHe pond beside the creek that 
flows near the Teenie Weenie 
village. The men slip quietly up 
on the frogs when they are sitting 
on the bank of the pond.

Weenies and they seldom jump into the water when 
the litte men approach. Teenie Weenies are so 
small the frogs never expect harm to come from 
such tiny people, and so they sit quietly until the 
lite men get very near them. But the minute the 
Cowboy's lasso falls over their heads, the frogs leap 
into the water, 

The Teenie Weenie Indian had discovered a huge 
frog, so @ number of the little mon made up their 
minds to capture it.
